YOUNG PENDLETON BUSINESS MAN LOST

It was supposed that Frazer
bad run into & band of deer uand was im-
proviug his opportunity. They felt sure
he would return, bot when pight came
and he did not arrive they became un-
easy. Search was instituted that night,
but the wind was blowing a Llizzard and
the searchers were alraid to venture far
from camp.. The next morning the search
was rcoewed and continued all day. To-
day it was renewed with vigor.

Frazer's trail has been run ncross. and
it is being followed at last accounts. A
dozen or more men made up a puarty and
left here this afternoon, headed by Jacob
Fiszer, the young man’s father, to aid io
the search, It isthought be will turn up
all rightif he has not been caught by a
snoweilde or some accident has not be-
fallen him.

KEWS FROM CENTRALIA.
CexTiALIA, Jan. 30.—Heury Baruocs,
one of the earliest !settlers ol Thurston
county, and one of the oldest pioneers of
the territory, fell dead at Lis home in
Centraha this morning of heart disease.

Huntoon, son of the present county treas-
ure aud cashier of the People’s Savings
bank, shot himself through the heart in a
grocery yesierday, and died soon after.
Huaotoon bad been indualging in liquor for
several days, and when he appesred at the
bank was advised by Assastant Cauhierl
Laurence to return home. Huntoon left
the bank, but 1nstead of proceeding home, |
visited a number of ssloons. He visited
a saloon where a barkeeper refused bim
liguor. He remaiped in a grocery for
about an bour without speaking to any
one, then walked to the door and saying,
“Well, good-bye, boys,” drew a pistol
und fired the fatal shot. Ife was aged
about 36.

The turn-table connot be used by reason
of it being uusafe, and engines cannot be
turned until the bridge is repuired. This
#¢ 0 serious inconvenmence; but the com-
pany ‘must suffer 1t with otber injuries
‘mere serious. Last night red or danger
lights were placed on the bridge, and no
trains were permitted Lo ergsa.

The greatest wheel ot this kind in the
world, a very wonder in mechanism,
stands in the main shop of the Dickson
Manufactaring compsny in Scranton, Pa.
It was puilt for the Calumet and Hecla
Mining company of Lake Supenor, Mich.,
for the purpose of-lifting and discharging
the *tailings"” wasle from the copper
mizes, imoitbe lake, ;.n(l its diinmeur is
54 feet. while its weight in active oguw
tion will be 200 mne:'g It 15 called a filty-
foot sand- wheel, but Its extreme dimen-
sions are fifty-four feet in diameter,
Some idea of its evormous capscity can
bg formed from the fuct that it will re-
cievesmnd elevate sufficient sand every
twenty four hours to cover an acre of
groond a foot deep.

It is armed m?u outer edge with 482
teeth, 4.71 inches pltch aad 18 inches face.
I'ne gear segmeonts, eighteen in mumber,
are made of gun iron, and the teeth are
machine cuotf, epicycloidal in form. It
tpok two of the most perfect muchines in
the world 100 days and nights to out the
teeth alone, and the finish is as smooth as

s,
ngha wheel is Lo be driven by & penion of
gun wron containing 33 teeth of equal pitch
uod face and will run at & speed of 600
feet per minute st the inner edge, where it
will be equipped with 488 steel buckeis
that will lift the “tailings"’ as the machine
révolves and discharge them 1nto the lake.
The shalt of the wheel is of gnniron, and
its journals are 23 wnches in diameter by
8 feet 4 inches long. The shaft is made
in three' sections and is 30 ‘inches 10 di-
ameter in the'outer center.

Al first glance tte great- wheel looks
like an erated bycicle wheel, and 1t
is constructed much on the same principle,
with stramiog rod that run to ceaters cast
on the onter sections of the shaft.
